Wheat Board Announces Initial 
Delivery Quota of Five Bushels 


Future Quotas Not Yet De¬ 
cided. Bill First Deliveries on 

5-Bushel Acreage as_Per 

Permit Book 


The Canadian Wheat Board has an¬ 
nounced a five bushel initial delivery 
quota on the 1941 wheat crop. 

Each farmer will be allowed to de¬ 
liver wheat at the rate of 5 bushels 
for each acre authorized in his permit 
book, in accordance with the declara¬ 
tion filed under the government bon¬ 
us plan. 

No permit will be required for oats, 
barley, rye or flax as no quota on 

hese has been established..In coars- 

grain regulations the amounts deliv¬ 
ered are not entered in the permit 
book, nor the delivery station specified 
No wheat can be marketed after the 
epd of the month with the producer 
iaving taken out his 1941-42 permit 
to do so. , 

The government is committed to 
taking 223,000,000 bushels of western 
wheat, and the present general fore¬ 
cast is a “less than-average” crop. 
So it is quite passible that future quo¬ 
tas may in the course of the year ab¬ 
sorb most of the coming crop.

Forging what promises to be in the 
next two years a terrific weapon to 
enforce peace on a war-exhausted 
world, delegates from Canada, the 
United States, Australia, the Argen¬ 
tine republic and Great Britain have 
just formulated broad general terms 
for a wheat^pxport agreement. 

The general idea is formation of a 
gigantic pool by*the four great wheat 
exporting nations to handle the tre¬ 
mendous and ever-increasing wheat- 
surplus of the western hemisphere. 

The main points in the proposed in¬ 
ternational pool would include: 

Fixing wheat export prices on the 
basis of an equitable non-competitive 
division of the export market—that 
is, prices established on quotas. 

Setting up a wheat export finance 
pool contributed to jointly by all the 
exporting nations. 

This pool would feed out cash wheat 
to the nations able to pay for it; to 
those in a state of partial exhaustion, 
some wheat would be sold for what¬ 
ever cash could be paid and the bal¬ 
ance financed with a loan from the 
pool. To nations utterly prostrated, 
physically and financially, the wheat 
would be given free. 

Peace Factor 

In this way, it is hoped to deal with 
the strangling wheat surplus of the 
Western hemisphere and Australia. 
Though the point is not ljjentioned, it 
is obvious that such an agreement 
among the peaceful, democratic na¬ 
tions will be powerful factor in any 
decision around a post-war peace ta¬ 
ble. 

It is understood that the proposed 
agreement will have little effect on 
the present wheat export situation in 
which Canada virtually has a monop¬ 
oly of the British wheat market. That 
is due to the special war conditions— 
shortage of shipping which bars Ar¬ 
gentine and Australian wheat exports 
and convenience of shipment by con¬ 
voys from eastern Canadian ports. 

The wheat surplus problem is so 
overwhelming, however, that at long 
last the most competitive among these 
exporters, the Argentine, has finally 
agreed that some joint action must be 
taken. The Argentine hitherto held 
out from agreement largely on the 
basis that no uniform agreement 
could be arrived at among the wheat 
producing nations for production con¬ 
trol. That objection, however, has 
now been answered in that every one 
of them have established some form 
of production control, more or less 
rigid. That is another detail to be 
dealt with, thet establishment of some 
measure of uniformity in control of 
wheat production.—Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald.

Farm Labor Wage 


rPHEHE will be ample support given to the Alberta 
Sugar Beet Growers’ Association in protesting 
harvest labor demands of $6 a day. The southern 
part of the province, where crops mature quickly, us¬ 
ually takes the first impact of any such harvest devel¬ 
opment, but what happens there will work up through 
the rest of the province as the harvest progresses. . 

In their wire to Ottawa the Alberta Sugar Beet 
Growers emphasized that 60 cent wheat makes $3 a day 
the maximum wage that any farmer can pay. Added to 
this, is the delivery quota which increases the diffi¬ 
culty of meeting wages and other costs of harvest. 

If it is possible and needful to restrict the wheat a 
farmer may sell, and establish a fixed price actually be¬ 
low cost of production, it is equally possible and need¬ 
ful to offer some protection to the farmer by restricting 
the wage demands which may be made upon him. Gov¬ 
ernment action is necessary to prevent a harvest situa¬ 
tion which may develop as nothing short of robbery. It 
is not contended that the good laborer is getting enough 
at $3 a day. One could produce figures to show that this 
is too low a wage for the work involved. But everything 
is based on the fact that the farmer is getting only 60 
cts. for his wheat, and is held down to a 6-bushel initial 
delivery. This must determine the scale of wage which 
he is able to pay. 

Another unfortunate feature of the seasonal work on 
the farm, is that it is to a great degree dependent on 
unskilled labor. This will be apparent to even greater 
degree this year, when selection of suitable men will be 
limited. Yet each year, the mechanized nature of farm¬ 
ing increases, and the hiring of men who have little me¬ 
chanical knowledge may be very costly. 

A farmer has a great amount of capital tied up in his 
machinery and to entrust this equipment to an inexper¬ 
ienced man is a risk that no factory would want to take. 

To refer again to the Beet Growers’ protest, they 
mention that labor scarcity is due in part to the fact 
that farm boys have enlisted and been accepted in mili¬ 
tary service, where they get $1.30 a day. Is it fair that 
the men whom their fathers must hire to replace them 
should get a wage four times higher? 

This opens up the whole question of national mobili¬ 
zation for war effort. If there is conscription of men 
for military service, there should be conscription of la¬ 
bor and every other resource of the country. By this 
means, the inequalities of sacrifice would not be so 
glaring. And men could be retained in the branch of 
national service in which they were most needed. 

It seems poor economics to take an only son from 
service on the farm and put him into the military, when 
his father has to turn round and hire men—if he can— 
to replace him. And on top of that is the inability of 
the hired men to operate .the machinery with the econo¬ 
my and efficiency of the son. 

The time may come when the large enlistment of 
farm lads into the army, will prove a very short-sighted 
policy. Even under the conscription of the last war, 
when military man-power was a much more obvious 
need than in this war, there was great care taken not to 
deplete the man-power of the farms to any crippling 
extent. 


Conserving Gas 

1I71TH the passing of one week, Canadians seem to 
’ * to have accepted the restriction on gas, and 
adapted themselves to the new conditions. From the 
number of people who reply to week-end holiday pro¬ 
posals by saying “Oh, I can’t do that, I wouldn’t have 
enough gas,” one concludes that there is going to be a 
substantial saving. The urge to be off and away as far 
as the car can carry you, will gradually wither under 
the incessant reminder that you can’t go very far any¬ 
way—not there and back. So it will likely wind up by 
people going less and less distance. The saddest fea¬ 
ture is, of course, the inconvenience to tourists who for¬ 
get 'about the regulations, and are subjected to unan¬ 
ticipated stopovers which add to expense. This will not 
make a cheery story to go home with. 

But unless there was necessity, it is very doubtful if 
authorities would have introduced such restrictions 
right in the heart of the tourist season for conserving 
gas, and Canadians are eager to help in the face of im¬ 
portant reasons. , 

The shortage of tankers is one of these. The loss of 
tanker tonnage in the Battle of the Atlantic has re¬ 
duced the amount of petroleum products on hand. Pres¬ 
ent facilities for ocean transportation cannot keep up 
the rate of consumption which has existed. A number 
of Norwegian tankers which have been in service to 
(panada for oil transportation have now been turned ov¬ 
er to Britain. This will diminish further, Canada's fa¬ 
cilities for importation for domestic use. 

These are all factors which have led to the curtail¬ 
ment of gasoline use for private cars and pleasure use. 

Available ocean transportation cannot cope with all 
requirements, and it is in unessential use that first 
economy must be made. 

Vitally important also is the need of maintaining an 
unceasing supply for the navy, and other branches of 
the sendee are requiring an increasing supply of gas 
and fuel oil. As ..munition factories and such industries 
multiply their output, they also place a toll on supplies 
that must be met. 

So it all adds up. A tremendous volume of gasoline 
is used in pleasure and needless trips. This is where the 
first curtailment should be imposed. 


It is a popular stunt to advocate conscription of wealth 
and let it go at that. It “goes over big” so long as you do 
not explain what you mean. Mr. Aberhart for instance, 
has not so much confidence in the King government that 
he would trust it with all of his own assets and salary, as 
well as the wealth of his farmer friends in Alberta. If he 
should say he does not mean total conscription, then the 
federal government can say jt is making a pretty good 
stab at partial conscription if that is what he wants. 


It is annoying to think that anyone is trying to influence 
us by playing on our nerves or emotions, yet Germany has 
been doing it successfully and using means that reflect no 
credit upon the mentality of those affected by it. Now, Bri¬ 
tain is paying the Nazis back in kind and it may be assum¬ 
ed that the Germans who are influenced still by Dr. Goeb- 
bels will be influenced still more by Britain’s V campaign. 
It seems silly, but this is a silly world, and if the Germans 
can forge psychology into a war weapon, the chances are 
they are themselves susceptible to it. 


Most of Hitler’s enemies were glad when he attacked 
Russia, because they regarded it as a strategic blunder to 
take in so much territory. We are prepared, therefore to 
credit the story that Goering is in the dog-house because 
he was opposed to the venture. 


“1 am the Law” says Mayor Frank Hague of Jersey City 
and he acts as if he were. He is like the law in one way— 
many people there have no respect for it. 


Vichy’s collaboration with Germany exposes its treason¬ 
able shade when Vichy at Germany’s behest, cedes air and 
naval bases in French Indo-China to Japan for use against 
British and American as well as French interests. 


Vichy NOW says it asked the United States a year ago 
what action they would take if Japan threatened French- 
Indo-China. Vichy THEN, probably wanted at the instiga¬ 
tion of its master to compromise American neutrality and 
implicate the U.S. in a quarrel with Japan. We can get a 
far better slant on Vichy if we assume that it collaborated 
with Berlin before the fall of France. The fact is that the 
U.S. told Vichy not to count on American intervention, 
which Vichy relayed to Berlin and Berlin relayed to Tokyo. 


Agreement 'not to make a separate peace is better than 
no agreement at all, but in making one with Russia, Bri¬ 
tain must have remembered that she had one twenty-five 
years ago with Russia and one last year with France. 


In war it is difficult, sometimes undesirable and some¬ 
times impossible to carry out pledges made with honorable 
intentions. In advertising and allowing others to advertise 
Canada’s tourist atti actions, the federal government did 
not foresee that it would soon have to impose gasolene re¬ 
strictions that robbed those advertisements of much of 
their value. Even the pledge against conscription may have 
to be jettisoned in the interest of salvation. 


V\ hen DeValera and Cosgrove agree not to grant bases in 
Eire to Britain or the United States, the reason is that they 
do not want to help Britain. When they talk of resisting 
to the death any aggressor they know the only one is Ger¬ 
many and that in that event they would have to appeal to 
Britain and the I'nited States to save them. They are 
playing Hitler’s game not because they like either him or 
it, but purely because of ingrained hatred of England. 


With the backing of a heavyweight named Brown, an¬ 
other heavyweight named Jones, was fighting a third 
heavyweight named Smith, when suddenly Jones turned 
and tackled his backer, whereupon his backer called upon 
Smith for help, saying “If you will fight him harder it will 
sen e to lessen his assault on me.” It does not place Brown 
in a very favorable light as a heavyweight or as a man, 
and if Smith is pleased with the new turn in events it is 
only because the diversion will be of adventage to himself. 
As between the two men, he naturally prefers Brown al¬ 
though caring little for his ethics. For Brown read Russia. 


Turkey may stick to its alliance with Britain but her 
conduct is the same as that of all other neutral European 
countries except Greece. Admittedly it is on the'spot but 
yielding to Germany did not save those other countries and 
won’t save Turkey from their fate. 


A customer who was in a bank when the manager and 
-daff were ordered to "stick 'em up” said virtuously “If this 
■s a hold-up I’m going home.” Like every other isolationist 
he thought he could escape by washing his hands of the 
whole affair, tut he wasn’t allowed to go home. The ban¬ 
dits made him lie prone on his belly until they had finished 
thetr jo lb . ■ . 1 1 1 • ■ ■ ■ '■ 


Now what induced General Franco to warn the United 
States to steer clear of this war because the Axis is going 
‘o win anyway? He did not say so before; now he pre¬ 
sets it is being decided in Russia. The answer must be 
tfiat the Axis desired him to say so and he complied—he is 
not free to say anything else. 


As in a former instance, Lindbergh gave his letter of 
protest to the President to the press. This, mind you, is 
the man who hated publicity. 


Can’t Carry Gas 
In Extra Cans 

' Just when motorists were figuring 
out a way to get from here to there 
on a lengthy day's drive by carrying 
along some extra gas in containers, 
the federal oil controller, told them to 
dismiss that idea. Any delivery of 
gas must be made in the tank of the 
car, and no additional gas can be car¬ 
ried in separate containers. That is to 
say, if the tank holds 12 gallons, plans 
must be made to go just as far as the 
12 gallons will take you, and no fur¬ 
ther. You will then have to wait till 
the gas stations are opened for sales 
—that is, between 7 a.m. and 7 p.m.; 
or on week-ends between 7 p.m. Satur¬ 
day night and 7 a.m. Monday evening. 

Anyone planning a motor trip will 
have additional figuring on this basis. 

Moreover all gas sold to private 
car owners must be on cash basis. 
First ruling had been that those with 
credit arrangements with garages 
(Separate from credit cards) could 
continue to buy gas in this wiay. 

It is said that touristy have been 
having a hard time adjusting them¬ 
selves to the hours of prohibited sales. 
Difficulty is created in the national 
parks by the distance between service 
stations. As a result there are said 
to have been many parties having to 
spend the night on the roads, with no 
gas and no place to get gas. 


The editor of the Bowmanville 
Statesman like many another editorial 
writer, is dissatisfied with the leader¬ 
ship at Ottawa in respect to war ef¬ 
fort. Believing that Prime Minister 
King cannot be excelled in peace-time 
policies, the Statesman editor finds 
him lacking in war-time drive. Speak¬ 
ing of leaders at Ottawa, he says: 

“We would mildly suggest that 
most of them, including Mr. King and 
Mr. Hanson, should be wrapper! in 
cotton and cellophane and put care¬ 
fully aside till this bloody business 
with Hitler is settled for all time. 
Then The Statesman would be the 
first paper in the land to insist that 
Mr. King be placed at the head of the 
State, again to direct our peace-time 
policies, for no one can match him in 
that realm. 

“We would like to resort to a gov¬ 
ernment which r would permit able 
younger men ruthlessly tb prosecute 
this war; to institute real equality of 
sacrifice; to declare and enforce con¬ 
scription embracing everything; that 
every dollar and every last drone in 
the land would be put to daily toil. 
The only way to beat Hitler is to 
adopt something of his ruthlessness 
and our • present leaders simply 
haven’t got it' in them. Who are the 
men ? Well the woods are full of them; 
men of action such as MacMillan, Bell 
Duncan, Drew, Bracken, Hepburn, 
Carmichael, Conant, Godbout, even 
Gardiner and Howe, and Ralston (if 
released from the influence of Mr. 
King) and given a free hand.”

Demonstration Plots 

Two weeks ago. In this column, the 
Importance of regular visits to ex¬ 
perimental farms and stations was 
stressed. Fanners and others unable 
to visit government institutions or to 
spend time enough to become famil¬ 
iar with various crops and varieties 
will be interested in the [riots now 
being grown by grain buyers of 
elevator companies associated with 
this department. 

Three hundred and sixty plots, 
each containing either 40 or 50 
varieties, have been sown and are 
being maintained by grain buyers In 
the three prairie provinces. The 
plots with 40 varieties consist of 
annual crops only. Those with SO 
contain, in addition to annual crops, 
alfalfa, sweet clover, brome grass, 
crested wheat grass, etc. " 

In order to secure the greatest pro¬ 
fit from crops. It Is necessary to grow 
pure stocks of approved varieties. It 
Is Impossible to do this without first 
becoming familiar with the charac¬ 
teristics ande adaptations of all 
varieties likely to be found as crops 
or as mixtures. In addition to small 
grains and well-known forage crops, 
varieties of com, sorghum, sun¬ 
flowers and soya beans have been 
Included. Literature dealing with the 
characteristics of all varieties may 
be obtained from the buyers In 
charge or from this office. These 
plots will have a special appeal for 
school classes and Junior clubs. 

A large green sign beside the road 
Is an invitation to improve your 
knowledge of farm crops. If you do 
not know where to find the nearest 
plot, enquire from the Agricultural 
Department, The North-West Line

C.C.F. Stipulates 
All Out Effort 

Mobilize Entire Industrial 
Machine — Not Man-Power 
Only 

Lieut. Douglas, M.P. of Weybum, 
and president of the Saskatchewan 
section of the C.C.F. declared that 
war cannot be won unless the govern¬ 
ment is ready to tike over the entire 
industrial machine and mobilize it to 
the end of all-out war service. 

A natural resources mobilization 
act would give the federal govern¬ 
ment authority to conscript monetary 
and industrial power as well as man¬ 
power, Mr. Douglas told a public meet 
ing. Unless conscription of wealth 
and industry was enforced as well as 
manpower, any such act would consti¬ 
tute a poor man's conscription bill and 
would be opposed by the C.C.F. 

The Saskatchewan member of par¬ 
liament urged prosecution of the war 
on every front where tyranny and dic¬ 
tatorship appear, whether at home or 
abroad. It was the duty of Canadians 
to get behind every democratic move¬ 
ment, in an effort to better living con¬ 
ditions, whether those movements 
were educational, economic or politi¬ 
cal. Canada must take care that in 
winning the war, she did not lose the 
peace.

Parasites Cannot 
Wipe Out Sawfly 

H. L. Seamans, chief of the Leth¬ 
bridge entomological laboratory, said 
that “since 1927 the only declines ih 
sawfly infestation have been local de¬ 
clines due to severe drought condi¬ 
tions in Alberta and to growing of 
Durum wheat in southern Manitoba 
and southeastern Manitoba and south¬ 
eastern Saskatchewan. 

In commenting on an Ottawa dis¬ 
patch which claimed parasites might 
play an important part in reducing 
Western Canada’s serious wheat stem 
sawfly infestation. Mr. Seamans said 
“native parasites have always been 
present in some localities but have 
made no imprassion on infestations.” 

Appealing to farmers to co-operate 
in the battle against the sawfly with¬ 
out exception, Dr. -C. W. Farstad, as¬ 
sistant entomologist in charge of saw- 
fly investigation at the Lethbridge 
station, said “to a large extent para¬ 
sites are not present in infested wheat 
fields in most areas." 

“Farmers in Western Canada must 
not look for any miracles to happen 
through parasites in bringing about 
the control of the sawfly problem,” he 
said. 


Cropd*of wheat and corn are heavy 
in the Argentine this year. 

J. G. Taggart has been advising 
Saskatchewan farmers to ensure that 
they have a reserve of seed. He fore¬ 
sees the possibility of shortage offer¬ 
ed of feed grains.

Nazi Propaganda 
In United States 

(From Christian Science Monitor) 

With the closing of the German 
Consulates and information services 
in the United States, Nazi propagan ■ 
' da has reached the end of an era. 

It might be called an era of more 
or less unruffled German activity. It 
has been a 21-month period during 
which the opposition of the American 
public was, in general, neither well 
organized nor persistently alert. For 
the Nazis, it was an era When there 
was plenty of money available—mon¬ 
ey they knew could not be utilized 
better elsewhere. And so, both infor- 
mation,gathering and information- 
disseminating services operated with 
a minimum of restriction. 

But those days ere over. 

Dr." Goebbels believed that the most 
effective propaganda was the presen¬ 
tation of only one side of the picture. 
This was the system in the regular 
output from the German Library of 
Information in New York City and 
allied agencies. Everything was 
clothed to seem like normal news. 

A certain number of the propagan¬ 
dists may escape the clutches of any 
enforcement agency. Consequently, 
it may be unwise to conclude that the 
menace of Nazi propaganda has been 
stamped out permanently with such 
ease. 

But one result has been achieved. 
Axis propaganda ir the United States 
can no longer be so smoothly furnished 
It will work under greater pressure 
and difficulties.. And, as a conse¬ 
quence, it should be easier to recog¬ 
nize as subversive material than In 
the past.

Russian spokesmen declare the Nazi 
drive a washout. It is claimed that the 
Russian resistance has made it neces¬ 
sary to throfr the entire Nazi army 
into the effort. This is a report com¬ 
ing from Germany in which it is de- 
lared that a decisive phase cannot 
be reached by motorized and tank un¬ 
its, but through tt.-c additional unmo¬ 
torized infantry and horse-drawn bat¬ 
teries. T 

The Soviet asserts that Moscow will 
be burned to the ground if the citi¬ 
zens have to withdraw from the capi¬ 
tal. 

From Moscow comes official word 
"that German offensive is dwindling 
under counter attacks. Battles have 
been raging round Smolensk which is 
240-miles west of Moscow. In one'en¬ 
gagement it is claimed that a German 
division was wiped out with 4000 
dead and 3000 wounded. It is asserted 
that only a few German planes have 
succeeded in breaking through to 
Moscow and most of these have been 
destroyed, Certain sectors .of Ru¬ 
manian oilfields are completely de¬ 
stroyed. 

Food difficulties are complicating 
Nazi invasion efforts. The German 
airforce made 12 air attacks on Lenin¬ 
grad and each time were driven off. 
Russian peasants are destroying their 
crops rather than permit the Nazis to 
live off the land. 

Nazi reports on the other hand 
claim that hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of munitions have been rained 
on Moscow, that railway lines, bridg¬ 
es and so on have been hard hit and 
that progress is being made. 

However in the spring of 1940 
Nazis were in Paris in 36 days. At 
the end of the same -period now they 
are still a great distance from Mos¬ 
cow. 

Raid on Malta Fails 

A squadron of Italian armed speed 
boats made a raid on Malta, but the 
expedition was wiped out with 17 of 
the small craft destroyed. Italian 
planes were routed in attempt to cov¬ 
er the attack. 

Batter at Berlin 

Giant British bombers bombed the 
centre of Berlin this week for the first 
time in almost two months. The 
bombers which may be American Fly¬ 
ing Fortresses flew 1200 miles to Ber¬ 
lin and back in 6 hours and 46 min-

Say Packers To Gain 

And so the prediction is made thar 
the last $1 per hundred dressed 
weight seaboard price increase will 
not be passed on to Alberta producers 
but will be absorbed by the packers 
to make up what they claim to be the 
losses they have been taking. That 
means that hogs will continue to 
bring around $20 for Lethbridge de¬ 
livery. However, there is a sugges- 
that, now the U.S. competition in 
buying is cut out, the prices may even 
he shaded downward.
